Although no actual combined effort is needed at present on this 
matter, X believe it would be a good idea for him at least to be in contact with 
Colonel Proctor for a discussion on the subject. One other point which concerns 
me is that of personnel and liaison between AQCATONE and the 4026th. If, in feet,
